On the night of the 
24th instant, ths Captain took a first 
with fifteen men and two officen 
Resign Jones and Aoting Mentor's 
Howard), aad succeeded ia passing tee forte 
of the west bar at Wilmington, and started 
up the • 'ape Fear river. After a narrow es- 
cape of being run over 'j one of ths rebel 
steamers plying the river, he 
second line of batteries and 
course until Old Brunswiok 
whsrs the rebels have a heavy battery, whea 
he was hailed and fired upon, but succeeded 
in passing, unscathed, by feigning to pass 
down the river aad crossing to the friendly 
oover of the opposite bank. He then con- 
tinued his oourse up tee river. By 
tifice the rebels were deceived, aad 
ised to the forts to intercept him as hat 
dowa the river, which they supposed was 
the direction takea. 

At half-past two the next morning the 
Captain had reached a point seven miles 
distaat from Wilmington, where he caused 
the boat to be hauled oa the beaks, aad 
concealed from view by bushes aad marsh 
grass. Day had now dawned, and it be- 
came necessary to select a place of oonooal- 
ment, which was found in the brush oa the 
banks. 

Sooa after daylight the rebel steamers, 
blockade runners and transports, could ba 
seen by the party, plying op aad down the 
river, and, in fact, the flag-ship of the rebel 
Commodore Lynch passed by, pennant fly- 
ing, the distinguished gentleman entirely 
unconscious of the fact that a rifle in a steady 
hand could, and would, but focobvious rea- 
sons, have given him his quietus. Two 
blockade steamers of the first class paeeed 
up and one down during the first twenty- 
four hours. When night had fairly set in 
the Captain prepared to launch his boat, 
when two boats rounded tee point, and, ha 
supposed, having discovered his positioa, 
they designed to nttack him; but it proved 
to be a returned fishing party. The entire 
party wen captured — eight in number. 
Compelling them to act ia the capacity of 
guides, he proceeded to examine all tee for- 
tifications, rivsr obstructions, aad other ob- 
jects of interest within three miles of WiU 
mington. Here he wae compelled to 
through a creek running through a 
swamp, for several 
eight feet high, and 
on each side, whose 
gloom only exceeded by 

By two o'clock that morning a road was 
reached, whioh proved to bo a branch to the 
main road to Wilmington, an i joining it at 
a point two miles distant. The party was 
here divided, tea being left to hold this road, 
and the captain, taking the nmaining eight 
men, took position at the juaotion of tee 
roads, one of which was the main. Several 
prisonen were here captured, but none of 
importance. At about eleven o clock, 4JsV 
ths rebel courier, with the mails from Fort 
Fisher and lower batteries, en route to Wil- 
mington, whose approach was awaited, oemo 
duly along, and he, with his entin mail, 
was captured. 

On examination, this proved to be a priss 
of value, there being upwards of two hun- 
dred documents, private and offioial, aad 
maay of great importance. The party, hav- 
ing thus far labored successfully, experienc- 
ed the necessity for refreshment for the 
inner man, and accordingly Master s Mate 
Howard garbed himself iu the courier's 
clothes, and, mounting the same worthy's 
hone, proceded two miles to a store, aad 
purchased a supply of provisions, with 
whioh he safely returned. The prioes the 
mate thought exorbitant, but did not feel 
disposed, in his liberal mood, to haggis or 
beat down. * 

Shortly after more prisonen wen cap- 
tured, and all that was now required to add 
to the eclat of the achievment wae to cap- 
ture the courier and mail from Wilmington, 
whose advent was looked for at five, r. a. 
The impatience of the party may be imag- 
ined, when it is stated teat the mail would 
contain the day's papers issued at Wilming- 
ton at one, p. u., and our nomadio friends 
were anxious to obtain the latest news 
early. 

The courier arrived slightly in advance 
of time, but one of the sailors having moved 
incautiously across the road, was seen by 
him, and, taking alarm, took to his heels at 
full speed. Captain Cushing, like Claode 
Duval, No. 2, awaited him on the road, with 
pistol cocked, put spurs to his horse, and 
punued for about three miles. But the 
courier speeded on like a whirlwind, and 
the Captain being rather further from tea 
base than he thought prudent, took to his 
line of retreat, and fell back in rapid but 
good order. 

The telegraph wire leading to Wilmington 
was then cut for several hundred yards, and 
the perty, with prisonen aad spoils, rojoia- 
ed the squad left with the boat, aad, pro- 
ceeding dowa the creek, reached the river 
about dark. The prisoners impeding the 
speed of the boats, measures wen taken to 
dispose of them by depriving one of tee 
fishing boats of sails and oars, aad setting 
it adrift in the middle of the rivsr, thus 
rendering it impossible for them to give the 
alarm uatil the tide floated them oa soma 
friendly benk. But while putting this plan 
into execution a steamer approached rapid- 
ly, aad detection wae only avoided by the 
party leaping into the water, and holding 
on to the gunwales of the boat. The steam- 
er passiag, the prisoners aad boat wen 
sent adrift. 

Nothing of interest occurred on the routs 
down the river, until at a point between tee 
batteries at Brunswick and Fort Fisher, 
when a boat was discovered making rapidly 
towards the shore. After an exciting chaae 
she was overtaken, and her occupants, con- 
sisting of six persons, four of whom wan 
soldiers, were taken on board and the boat 
cut adrift. From them information was 
obtained that the rebels won on the yaw sees, 
having boats posted at the narrow entranoo 
between the forts to intercept tee return. 
To undentand the position of the party it 
should be known that they wen then but 
thne hundred yards distant from two forts, 
and this on a moonlight night. Captain 
Cushing, on learning the rebels' designs, 
resolved to take a desperate chanoe of fight- 
ing his way through, supposing teat in case 
there wen but one or two boat*, he might, 
by giving a broadside, escape iu th* confu- 
sion. Oa arriving at the mouth of the har- 
bor he perceived, a* he imagined, one largo 
boat, which, wonderfully prolific, soon gave 
birth to throe mon, whioh were afterward 
inoreased in number by five from the oppo- 
site bank.
